The assessed value of U.S. taxable property totaled 
nearly $3.0 trillion in 1981, according to a report 
released today by the Commerce Department's Census 
Bureau. This is a tenfold increase since 1956 when 
the first survey in this series was taken, with two-thirds 
of the increase occurring since 1976. 


The data came from a 1982 Census of Governments 
report on taxable property values and assessment-sales 
price ratios. The census, conducted every five years, 
also produces reports on governmental organization, 
finances, and employment of state and local governments.
